A FARM POLICY 


Every reader will be keenly in- 
terested in the farm policy announced 
by the Federal Government last week. 
This was the policy looked for and 
now farmers will know just how to 
proceed. 


That this move will satisfy all 
farmers is of course not true, nor 
could any legislation be enacted which 
will prove of equal benefit. 

In the east the farmers are deplor- 
ing the move as it is seen as a menace 
to their market for hogs while others 
claim that it will prove to great a 
boon to the large farmer and of lesser 
value to the small farmer, 


However, there is little doubt that 
what is needed is a reduction in wheat 
acreage and to do this without up- 
setting the income of the farmer, the 
policy adopted appears to be one best 
Buited to the needs of the time. For 
those districts where livesteck cannot 
be raised more coarse grains can be 
raised or the land summerfallowed. 


This district has allways been a 
wheat producing belt and large scale 
summerfallowing appears to be the 
most likely with a switch to barley in 
some cases, 


In any, case all should give the 

matter careful consideration, having 

- fn mind along range program, plan- 
ning not only for 1941 but for the 
years to follow. 

The government have had the 
advice of experts in all seetions of 
Canada and the policy has been 
adopted in good faith. It has its 
defects but farmers and others must 
co-operate by so ordering their own 
program that the aim of the govern. 
ment will be achieved,
